Blackout Is 

Declared 

Incomplete 

Failure Of Many Residents 
To Extinguish Lights 
Brings Sharp Warning 

Sierra Madre Improved on its 
observance of blackout regula¬ 
tions during the 55 minute air 
raid alarm of Blaster Sunday 
night, but there was still plenty 
of room for improvement, ac¬ 
cording to the police department 
and officers of the Council of 
Civilian defense. Street lights 
and those in the downtown area 
went out within a minute after 
the warning siren began to wall. 
This feature of the blackout was 
the most satisfactory to date. 
But air raid wardens were 
obliged to rap on many doors 
in the residential districts and 
aemand that lights be exting¬ 
uished. 

The police department received 
m;uiy complaints both during the 
blackout and on Monday about 
homes in which little or no ef¬ 
fort was made to comply with 
tbe important regulations. Not¬ 
ice was served on some of 'the 
offenders that hereafter they will 
be placed under arrest and sub¬ 
jected to the severe penalties 
provided for such cases. 

It was also necessary for air 
raid wardens to flag down quite 
a number of motorists who not 
cmly failed to halt their cars but 
made no effort to extinguish 
their driving lights. 

Response of the defense corps 
units was more satisfactory than 
during any of the preceding 19 
air raid alarms. Every seat at 
the control board was occupied 
by the person desi^ated to fill 
it within five minutes after the 
red light showed, fire apparatus 
was stationed at strategic points 
throughout the city and the city 
casualty stations and park house 
were filled with members of the 
various defense units ready for 
any emergency. Many residents 
trudged up to high spots in the 
northern section of the city to 
watch searchlights in many parts 
of southern California hunting 
planes in th* sky, though there 
was no anti-aircraft shelling as 
on the ocaslon of a former mem- 
orable blackout.

[More Ration 
Stamps Are 
Valid Now 

Housewives who found them- 
selves running out of blue and 
red stamps in War Ration Book 
No. 2, breathed a sigh of lellef 
Monday when blue stamps. G, 
H and J, and red stamps E be¬ 
came valid and will be good the 
rest of April and throughout the 
month of May. But—if any 
household is lucky enough to 
have blue stamps D, E, and F', 
and red stamps A, B. C, and D, 
they must use them by April 30, 
when their validity expires. 

The other red stamps, in 
blocks of sixteen points, will be¬ 
come valid on successive Sundays 
in their alphabetical order and 
will be good through May 31. 

Beef and lamb celling prices, 
effective May 17, will be one to 
three cents a pound lower than 
previously planned, and tempor¬ 
ary ceiling prices set on seven 
fresh vegetables last February 
will be extended Indefinitely. 

Sixty-day ceilings in snap 
beans, carrots, cabbage, green 
peas, lettuce and spinach set Feb. 
23, will continue in effect until 
a permanent schedule can be es¬ 
tablished in cooperation with the 
representatives of the fruit and 
vegetable Industries. 

The OPA this week issued an 
order to lift the "course of work’’ 
driving ceiling, which will permit 
rationing boards to raise the 
limit from 470 to 720 miles per 
month and to issue "C" stickers 
accordingly, May 1. The new 
provision gives salesmen, news¬ 
papermen, photographers and oth. 
ers who drive in the "course of 
work" the same eligibility for a 
maximum gasoline ration of 720 
miles a month conditioned on 
their ability to propeny account 
for their needs. 'There is no 
change in the mileage allowance 
for "driving to and form work” 

Beginning May 1, menus of 
all hotels, cafes and restaurants 
must plainly state that all prices 
listed are ceilings or below ceil¬ 
ings. OPA also decrees that re¬ 
duction in quantity or quality of 
meals served, must be accom¬ 
panied by a corresponding re- 
ductlon in prices. Prices on 
foods and beverages, and meals 
cannot exceed prices charged 
through the week of April 4 to 
April 10 of 1943.

The city council was showered 
with inquiries and complaints on 
this subject at its meeting Tues. 
day evening. Several well known 

V Gardeners who realize the Im¬ 
portance of this means of reliev¬ 
ing the food shortage ap. 
peared in person. Others sen^ 
letters. All agreed that unless 
owners of dogs voluntarily agree 
to keep their animals on their 
own premises it will be nece8.sary 
to have a drastic city ordinance 
inflicting a severe penalty on 
owners who permit their animals 
to run at large, or abandon any 
hope of growing victory gardens 
here. 

Entirely sympathetic with the 

V gardeners on account of the 
importance of their undertaking, 
the council thought an appieal to 
dog owners might correct the 
situation, accordingly Mayor 
Tom Schwartz was directed to 
issue an appeal to the owners 
of animals. 'This he did, as fol -1 
lows: 

"In view of the fact that a 
large number of complaints have 
been received from Victory Gar. 
den owners in regard to damage 
done by roaming dogs and the 
fact that Victory Gardena are 
a direct part of the war effort, 
the city council is asking the 
cooperalon of dog owners to stop 
this unneces-sary damage. 

"It is the desire of the council 
not to be obliged to pass a 
stringent ordinance requiring that 
dogs be on a leash, unless con. 
fined to the owners premises as 
has been done by most of our 
neighboring communities.

Monrovia .School Head 
Tells How Tempo Stepped 
Up In Education 

William "BilT’ Feeler, superin¬ 
tendent of adult education the 
adult education department and 
director cf defense insrtuction in 
the Monrovia High School, spoke 
to local KIwanians Club Tues¬ 
day about "School Children in 
War’’. i I ' 

He said there had been a com. 
plete revolution in education and 
that the wartime function of 
American schools today is pri. 
marily to turn out over 1,000,- 
000 men and women a year to 
replace those who have gone to 
war. 

Quick training in essentials is 
the tempo of, education in most 
college schools, he said. Colleges 
and universities surviving, have 
become specialized training cen¬ 
ters, abric^ing ther courses for 
service and war Industry needs. 

Some of the revolutionary 
ch.inge3 that have been made are 
in medical colleges, where they 
give only the bare training; tht 
San Diego Nursing school course 
has been cut from two years to 
six months and nurses are gradu. 
ated as soon as possible. En. 
rollment at the Univerity of Cali¬ 
fornia dropped from 32,000 to 
17,000 in 1942, so entrance re¬ 
quirements were lowered, Mr. 
Feeler pointed out as showing the 
Increased tempio, and there is a 
re.emphasis on mathematics, sci¬ 
ence and workshop courses in 
high .schools. Typing, shorthand, 
drafting and blue print reading 
have become essentials.

Total sales for the area at the 
close of business Saturday were 
estimated to have reached $143,- 
000,000, against a quota of $221,- 
000,600.

SIMULATED AIR RAID “WRECKS” 
CITY TO SHOW EFFICIENCY 
OF CIVILIAN DEFENSE 


By Lt. Col. W. B. Heagerty 

Assumed bombers flew over Si¬ 
erra Madre dropping pretendeo 
bomba Monday evening in order 
that the Civilian Defense Corps 
might have its monthly field ex. 
erclses and casualty station prac¬ 
tice. The blackout time, about 
24 hours after a real blackout, 
was set at a few minutes before 
eight o’clock. Promptly at 8, 
air raid wardens began to patnal 
their post.s and phone In theii 
reports of the "damage" done by 
the "raiding planes". 

For about 40 minutes the four 
telephone operators at the Con- 
trol Board received reports which 
Inftirmed the chiefs of the vari¬ 
ous services the damage they 
had to take care of. 

The simulated incidents were 
1. a burning building, at 307 
Mariposa, caused by an Lncendi. 
ary bomb which also caused two 
severely injured casualties: 2. a 
high explosive bomb, dropped In 
the middle of the street at 125 
E. Montecito, demolished a house, 
broke water and gas maims, 
broke the electric line, badly In¬ 
jured five people and trapped 
two more casualties under the 
building: 3. an unexploded bomb 
dropped at the intersection of 
Hermosa and Esperanza, doing 
very little damage; 4, incendiary 
and explosive bombs dropped be. 
tween N. Baldwin and Auburn 
on Mira Monte Ave., starting a 
fire in a house, blocking the 
street and seriously Injuring two 
persons; 5, incendiary and ex¬ 
plosive bombs dropped between 
Canon and Cobum aves. on E. 
Highland ave., causing two ca-s- 
ualtlcs, starting a fire on roof of 
a home and damaging water 
and gas mains; 6. an incendiary 
bomb dropped on a house on E, 
Laurel between Mountain Trail 
and Baldwin ave,, causing a bad 
fire but injuring none; 7. a high 
explosive fell on Lima st. between 
Carter and Grand View ave., in¬ 
juring a building and trapping 
two people under the fallen 
structure; 8. an Incendiary bomb 
fell on Ramona ave. between 
Hermosa and Lima st., starting 
a fire on the roof of a building, 
no casualties; 9. at the north 
end on Auburn incendiaries fell 
causing a fire which got out of 
control and was a grave danger 
to mountain brush. 

As these incidents were phoned 

in, the chiefs of the various serv. 


ices on the Control Board were 
busy sending orders to tbeir re¬ 
spective personnel, in order to 
naeet the different situations. Fire 
equipment was being dispatched, 
manned by volunteer ilremen; 
police cars were carrying volun. 
teer policemen to warn the public 
or automobiles of dangerous 
places in the streets or near ex¬ 
plosive bombs. A bomb expert 
went to examine the unexploded 
bomb and order proper precau. 
lions token; public utility men 
were repairing or preventing fur¬ 
ther damage from gas and water 
mains and electric light wires 
and the casualty station between 
8 and 9:45 p.m. was a scene of 
orderly activity. 

As each incident was reported 
ambulances were ordered out. 
First aid and stretcher teams, 
wltli doctors and nurses, pro. 
ceded to the site of incidents and 
prepared the casualties for trana- 
portation to the station. Mor. 
phine was admlnisered, sulfa 
drugs given by mouth or dusted 
on a wound, when necessary. 
Splints and dressings applied, 
casualty tags were filled out, 

chemic^ heat pads applied and 

the casualty wrapped In warm 
blankets and taken to the am- 

I bulance and then to the station. 

I When a casualy arrives at the 
station a rapid examinitlon is 
made, a full record of name, adk 
dress, diagnosis, treatment and 
disposition made and then taken 
to treatment room, where the 

head nurse takes charge. Se¬ 
vere bums are treated with the 
new sulphanilimide wax spray, 
antl.tetanus serum administered 
and further emergency treatment 
given as required. The casualty 
is then taken to the holding room 
for final disposition to a major 
or baAe hospital, for obscrvatloo, 
or home. 

Most of this work was simu¬ 
lated Monday night, but all re¬ 
ports of the drill showed excel¬ 
lent coordination, prompt dis. 
patching of services and that 
the present set-up and organiza. 
tlon can function to advantage. 
FU^pIacements are necessary for 
the turnover of personnel and 
regular practice to bring about 
necessary improvements. Th* 
Oontrol Board considered th* 
practice on Wednesday morning 
and a conference of the ICmerg- 
ency Medical Services on Wednes. 
day evening also discussed It.

Touching on but one phase of 
the nerve straining turmoil sel¬ 
dom officially admitted, Mr. Alt- 
meyer pointed out "51 jurisdic- 
tions, each collecting contribu¬ 
tions and requiring reports, ne¬ 
cessitating that an employer op¬ 
erating therein submit 209 seper- 
ate reports a year.” Mr. Alt- 
meyer proposes a plan for a "uni¬ 
fied federal system”, which would 
require far fewer reports. Fewer 
reports would please everybody 
but handing over another rein to 
drivers 3,000 miles away would 
not please anybody who believes 
in the old American principle of 
home rule. 

It might be well if federal of¬ 
ficialdom and the public agencies 
intent on their own world 
shaking plans, would pause and 
scrutinize the equally ambitious 
jjrograms of their neighbor ag¬ 
encies.
